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FOUR STEPS TO SUCCESSFUL MYCOTAXON PUBLICATION IN 2014 


Prospective MvcorAxoN authors should download instructions PDF, review and 
submission forms, and other helpful templates by clicking the ‘file download page link 
on our INSTRUCTIONS TO AUTHORS page before preparing their manuscript. Below is a 
summary of our '4-step publication process. 


1—PEER REVIEW: Email formatted text and illustration files with a 2014 MYCOTAXON 
Reviewer Comments Form to 2-3 experts for peer review. Authors should (i) ask 
peer reviewers to return revisions and comment forms to BOTH authors and Editor- 
in-Chief <editor@mycotaxon.com> and (ii) follow reviewer suggestions before 
sending revised files to the Nomenclature Editor for nomenclatural review. 


2—NOMENCLATURAL REVIEW: Email text files (wrrH tables & captions but No 
artwork) to the Nomenclature Editor <PennycookS@LandcareResearch.co.nz> 
for accession and pre-submission review. The Email message MUST include 
'MvcoraAxoN on the subject line AND all peer reviewer names+Email addresses in 
the message. The Nomenclature Editor will assign accession numbers and return 
annotated files with a list of needed corrections to the authors and Editor-in-Chief. 


3—FINAL SUBMISSION: After consulting experts and revising manuscripts as 
needed, send the (i) completed 2014 Mycotaxon submission form; (ii) separate 
text files for main text, tables, and legends; and (iii) art files to the Editor-in-Chief 
<editor@mycotaxon.com>. Only text and image files prepared for immediate 
publication should be sent at this time. The Editor-in-Chief usually acknowledges 
manuscripts and thanks expert reviewers within two weeks, but please wait at 
least 14 days before sending a follow-up query (without attachments); this helps 
us keep Email traffic to a minimum during Mycotaxon publication deadlines or 
temporary closures of the editorial office. 


4— FINAL EDITORIAL REVIEW & PRESS PREPARATION: Files not ready for publication 
will be rejected or returned to authors for further revision; the Editor-in-Chief gives 
tentatvely approved manuscripts a final grammatical and scientific review before 
converting all files into publishable format. The PDF proof, bibliographic citation, 
and nomenclatural entries are sent to all coauthors for final inspection prior to 
publication. After PDF conversion, the Editor-in-Chief corrects ONLY processing 
or editorial errors prior to publication but will list corrections of author errors in 
the Errata of a subsequent volume for no charge. Authors are expected to arrange 
payment of page charges and optional open access fees with the Business Manager 
«subscriptions? mycotaxon.com» at this time.

KAREN HANSEN JOINS THE MYCOTAXON ADVISORY — Through an 
unfortunate oversight, we did not list our new Editorial Advisory member in her 
rightful place on p. ii of MycoTAxon 127. Karen Hansen (Stockholm, Sweden) 
was elected in January to serve as advisor to the Editors during 2014-2019. 
We are lucky to have her and take this official opportunity to forward an 
appreciative welcome while apologizing profusely for our editorial negligence! 


IMC ACCEPTS THREE NOMENCLATURAL REPOSITORIES: On 8 August 2014, 
the Tenth International Mycological Congress resolved during its closing 
ceremonies in Bangkok to accept "the decision of its Nomenclature Session 
with respect to Art. 41 of the INTERNATIONAL CODE OF NOMENCLATURE FOR 
ALGAE, FUNGI, AND PLANTS, made 7 August 2014 regarding official repositories 
for the registration of fungal names, namely to recognize multiple repositories: 
FUNGAL NAMES, INDEX FUNGORUM, and MYCOBANK.....” 


CORRECT NUMBERS REQUIRED FOR VALID PUBLICATION OF NEW NAMES 
— The first erratum on p. vi of this volume, slightly more elaborate than usual, 
points to the need for authors to scrutinize carefully their nomenclatural 
registration numbers before submitting a paper for publication. Because such 
numbers are hidden from external inspection until after publication, we — as 
editors — can not check them at our end. Remember that the difference of 
one digit will refer to a name that differs from what is intended and thereby 
invalidates the name. Each number is unique and must be rendered accurately 
or the name cannot be regarded as valid. 


MYCOTAXON 128 contains 28 papers by 94 authors (representing 14 
countries) and revised by 59 expert reviewers. Within its pages are two new 
genera (Anacraspedodidymum —including a new species from Brazil— and 
Xiuguozhangia— honoring Chinas Xiu-Guo Zhang) and 16 other species new 
to science representing Arachnophora, Atelocauda, Dactylaria, and Ravenelia 
from Brazil; Aureoboletus, Chaetospermum, | Diacheopsis, Hymenochaete, 
Sphaceloma, Thalloloma, and Xylaria from China; Marasmius and Muscodor 
from India; and Tylopilus from Pakistan. In addition to range extensions and/or 
new hosts for previously named taxa, five new names (in Peziza and Puccinia) 
and 6 new combinations (in Anacraspedodidymum and Xiuguozhangia) are 
proposed.
